At approximately 1900 hours, 1 iurust 1949, while visiting the Traffic 
Control Tower, Port Columbus Airport, Cumpbell observed a smoke trail dirsctly 
&bovo the airport, which appoared to bo emitted from an unseen object flying at 
very hich altitude, ostimated as 20,000 to 40,000, in a westernly dircction. 

The trail was desoribed as oorrencin; abru tly at maximum intensity ana con- 
*tinuirz at maximun intensity for approximately two-thirds its length ana then 
fading away. According to Campbell, the trail was visible for about “iftcen 
seconds and thut the source of the smoke s-emed to increase its velocity during 
this time. The phenomena was described by informant as resembling a smoke trail 
issuing from a high spo:d plane, which :.,y have been using a device similar to 
JATO (Jot Assisted Take Off) for an additional burst of speed. "EN ] did not 
believe the vapor or saoko trail to be a "contrail" because of its density and 
color. Tho trail was described as greyish-white, anc accordin to informant 
did not dissipate as ra idly as contrails he has observed. Sa ooticuted 
that the ob ject emittin- the trail traveled through om angle of approximately 
fifteen do;rees durin: the fifteen seconds it was visible. Soon after the

I searched the sxy and saw what appoured, at first, to be vapor trails at 
approximately thirty or forty thousand feet, eizhty to eighty-five daegrecs 
off the horizon, traveling in a westornly dirvotion, These vapor tr.ils 
appeared to be approximately five degress lorg, and were being dissipated us 
fast as they appeared. I called the Traffio Control Tower at Looxbourne Air 
Force Baso, Layos Roau, Groveport, Ohio, to ascertain if they had a plune, 
eithor available or in the air, which could be used to track and identify 

the object. í was told by tho tower man that a T-6, trainin; aircraft, was in 
the air ard they would instruct the pilot to contact our tower and await in- 
structions fron us. I do not know the name of this pilot; he identified him- 
self by the number £11 when we were in contact with him, Le stated that he 
was over Sprinr:fiold, Ohio, at ten thousand feet, and could see a bright 
light in the .est. He furthor stated he was holding a steudy course on the 
light and ít appeared to him to be a star. lie did not state whethur he could 
see vapor trails, Prior to tho time tho Port Columbus Tower had contacted the 
T-6 aircraft, I had observed that what at first I thought were vapor trails, 
appeared as straicht lines anu not curly. (Sve copy of drawing made by 
Markwith). These smoke lines uisappeared and a light appeared due west from 
my location in tho tower, This light was very bright anu slowly fell toward 
the horizon in a northwesternly dirvotion. The light disappeared on the hori- 
gon at approxiaatuly 2100 hours, and as it disappeared tho light turned yellow 
and then red.
